Va hear a great deal about "National Defense" and spMtd vast sums In support 
of a rarlety of efforts « aotivities and organisations adiioh^ we are told, are ab- 
solutely neoassary to our national defense* In spite of all the talk* the vast

Zf w9 are elnoere in our doairo to defend our republio it would eeem apparent 
that we BBiat first of all understand what it la that we eheuld be defending, but 
are sot* 

The Amerleen Republio Is not siHq>ly a eonslderable* arcs, of land, nor Is it a 
vast aoounmulatlon of people, buildings or physioeJ resouroes* The Amerloan 
Republio bas a "soul" - that for whloh It stands. Dnless we understand this "soul" . 
we oaanot intelligently draw up the plans for its defense^ 

First of all, our republic stands for a firm faith in the EXISTENCE of God, a 
Supreme Authority, Consoienoe, Hind* ^ 

Second, our republio stands for a firm faith In God’s ability to provide for 
or govern not only our land but the universe as well, a faith in Hia ability to 
provide fbr the general welfare* 

Third, our republio stands for a firm faith In the SUPREME rightness snd 
justice of God’s Law snd our willingness to obey It* 

.. Fourth, our republio stands fbr a firm faith In The Word of God as Truth in 
the^iia>solute, infinite and eternal sense* 

V In a few words, our republio stands for and was erected as a monument to God* 
Thus cdien wo endeavor to defend that for whloh It stsnda, we ehow by our fruits 
•that ^ ^uld serve Him, that we have faith in His existence, ability. Law, and Word, 
fs In addition to understanding what It le that we should defend, we also require 
^virowledge of those forces which already threaten, or would threaten, our republic. 
Again, we are not solely eonoeraed with the forces whloh would destroy or conquer an 
area of land or an aeounnulation of people, buildings or physical assets* We are,
